CALL MEETING TO ORDER— At 9:00 am. Chair Baier called the meeting to order, noting that
it had been properly posted in accordance with the procedures set forth by the Wisconsin Open
Mesting Law.

APPROVE CURRENT AGENDA WITH THE ORDER OF AGENDA ITEMSAT CHAIR’S
DISCRETION— It was moved by Sorenson, seconded by M artinson, to approve the current agenda
with the order of agendaitems at Chair’ sdiscretion. All aye. Motion carried.

APPROVE MINUTESOF THE SEPTEMBER 5, 2012 FORESTRY COMMITTEE
MEETING— [t was moved by Martinson, seconded by Rudolph, to approve the minutes of the
September 5, 2012 Forestry Committee meeting. All aye. Motion carried.

FOREST MANAGEMENT--Fiene reported the Y ear-to-Date Timber Stumpage Revenueis at
$695,424.40. One Timber Sale for Disposition. It was moved by Sorenson, seconded by Martinson to
approve the closure and to return the deposit to NW Hardwoods, Inc.

MOSQUITO CREEK SNOWMOBILE BRIDGE—There were no public comments on the
disposition of the Mosquito Creek Snowmoabile Bridge near Clearwater Lake.

TOWN OF LYNNE, WILLOW ROAD LETTER—David Schatzley expressed concern at the 14
mile roadway beginning to deteriorate in aunusually short time. The town feelsit is caused by all the
logging truck traffic. Baier suggested calling the contractor to repair the road or explain why it is
already failing. Bilogan added that the road is eligible for discounted crushed gravel from County
pitssinceit is adjacent to county forest lands. Shidell asked if load limits would be helpful. Baier
explained the load limits and exception for townships. Schatzley will look at options.

TIMBER SALES ON USFOREST SERVICES L AND—Jane Sievert from WCFA updated the
committee on the US Government’ s plan to move forward with timber sales. Baier commented that
the sales would contribute to the Northwoods communities in many ways, not just the sale of timber.
Jane stated that there are many projects waiting that have made it through litigation, but now the Feds
are low on personnel who have do the work. Some counties are preparing resolutions to urge the US
Forest Service to action on the sales, some are requesting the land be returned to the counties.

Sec. 19.85(1)(g) conferring with legal counsel for the governmental body who isrendering oral
or written advice concerning strategy to be adopted by the body with respect to litigation in which it isor
islikely to becomeinvolved. It was moved by Rudol ph, seconded by Martinson to enter into Closed
Session pursuant to Wis Stat. Sec 19.85(1)(e). Roll call vote: All Aye. Theissues to be discussed
and acted upon will be snowmobiletrail rights and snowmobile bridge ownership.
